SUBJECT OF SUIT 


COURT 


Former Negro Soldier Has 


Sued to Test Power of 


President. 


New York, Dec. 27.—A suit to test 


the "right of the president to discharge 
the negro soldiers of the Twenty-fifth 
infantry for their alleged connection 
with the Brownsville raid was begun 
in the United States district court In 
this city yesterday- The expectation 
is that as a result of the suit the 
president's action will be put squarely 
up to the TJnited States supreme court. 


The suit was brought under the so* 


called Tucker act, which, in the mem- 
ory of those around the federal courts 
here, has been invoked only in two 
instances, although 
the 
law 
was 


passed in 1887. The novelty of it. lies 
in the fact that it allows the United 
States to be made defendant, either 
in tEe United States district or circuit 
court, In the former where the amount 
involved is $1,000 or less, and in the 
latter where it is more than $1,000, 
and not more than $10,000. 


Claims $122 Pay Is Due. 


Oscar W. Reid, who was a private 


in company G and now is a resident 
of this city, is the plaintiff In the ac- 
tion which was brought to recover 
from the defendant, the United States, 
the sum of $122.26, which Reid con- 
tends is due him as pay from the gov- 
ernment since his dismissal, on the 
ground that his dismissal was illegal.

bridge, 32 Nassau treet. In a state- 
ment given out yesterday it was an- 
nounced the firm had been retained 
"by certain gentlemen in New Eng-' 
land who believe in the equal rights 
of all before the law and that every 
man is entitled to his day in court." 


"These gentlemen," the 
statement 


went on in explanation, "believe tho 
discharge of these men from the serv- 
ice of the United States in absence of 
any decision by any court-martial or 
civil court that any of their number 
participated in the disturbance was 
wholly unjustifiable and violated the 
rights secured to these men by both 
the constitution and the laws of the 
United States. The gentlemen who 
have authorized this suit believe the 
question involved of greatest, import- 
ance to every enlisted 
man in the 


United States army." 


Names of Backers Withheld. 


The names of the men behind the 


suit were withheld. 
A representative 


of the firm said: 


"They are men-of wealth and stand- 


Ing, but are doing this as private In 
dlviduals, not as representatives of 
any constitutional society. The mat- 


ter came up In the course of casual 
conversation, and it then was decided 
to bring the suit." 


In the petition Reid asserts he is 


wholly guiltless, was in his quarters 
at tho time, and that before tho shoot- 
ing had ceased ho was present and 
answered his name at roll call. Ho 
declares he has no knowledge ot the 
affair.

Last spring, for "hard times" rea- 
ons, it was generally expected that 
many of the large orders for cars to 
ie delivered during the last months 
f the year would be cancelled. New 
Tders dropped to small figures, but 
ew standing orders were cancelled 
nd the car and locomotive builders 
lave continued through the year work- 
ng to practically their full capacity. 
The writer continues: 


In order to compare the business sit- 


uation at this time with the business 
ituation last year, the builders were 
asked this year to state the number 
if unfilled orders on their books as 
:ompared with the number ot unfilled 
orders on their books a year ago. Al- 
most without exception both the car 
ind 'locomotive builders in the United 
States report a heavy falling off in 
irders and inquiries. 


Official returns from 36 car building 


companies in the United States and 
Canada give the total number of rail- 
road cars built during 1807 as 284.- 
645. an increase of 19 per cent, over 
he record-breaking- output of last 
•ear. This includes subway and ele- 
vated cars, but does not include elec- 
ric street and interurban cars. No 
:stimate has been made of the num- 
ber of cars, both freight and passen- 
;er, built by the railroads In their 
iwn shops. 


The locomotive output shows a 


iinaller increase over last year than 
he carbuildlng output. The twelve 
builders in the United States and Can- 
ada built 7,362 locomotives during the 
•ear, of which 6,564 were for domestic 
use and 79S for export. This Is an in- 
crease of 6 per cent, in the total out- 
put. 


These figures, as In the case of the 


otals of cars built, do not include lo- 
comotives built In railroad shops or 
ocomotivcs rebuilt or repaired. There 
were 330 electric locomotives and 240 
compound locomotives built, as against 
237 and 2S2, respectively, last year. 
The Canadian output of locomotives 
was 264. 


The cost of cars and locomotives 


ins increased slightly over last year. 
Estimating the average cost of freight 
cars at $1,100, the total spent for 
freight cars amounts to $312,607,000; 
for passenger cars at $8,500 the cost 
was $46,384,000, and for locomotives at 
$16,000 the cost was $117.792,000. The 
ncreaSe in the cost of locomotives Is 
due largely to the increased average 
weight of modern locomotives. 
The 


total amount spent by the railroads 
for new.roUlng stock and locomotive 
power approximates this year $477,- 
000,000, an Increase ot about 25 per 
cent, over last year.

Wells Fargo Uses Trolley Line to 


Start Trouble. 


Pittsburg. Pa., Doc. 27.—Local ex- 


ecutive officers of express companies 
operating In Pittsburg have been 
summoned to a meeting In New York 
next week to consider a situation 
growing out of tho Wells Fargo Ex- 
press company gaining entrance to 
Pittsburg via a trolley line. 


A long standing agreement 'be- 


tween express companies 
requires 


that freight or packages taken In one 
office for delivery to another company 
that alone reaches the point of destin- 
ation, must be delivered to the sec- 
ond company at its nearest 
office. 


The second company, which delivers 
tho package to its destination In this 
way, usually gets the larger share of 
the freight charges. 


'The Wells-Fargo company is the 


only transcontinental 
express com- 


pany and an immense exchange ot 
freight has always taken place be- 
tween that company and others.. Its 
business from Pittsburg has been 
enormous and most of .ttiis has come 
from the Adams, United States and 
American Express companies, which 
had the carrying of the freight to 
points along the Erie railroad over 
the Pennsylvania and Baltimore and 
Ohio railroads, securing a liberal 
share of the charges for it. 


The Wells Fargo company by con- 


tract with the Bessemer and Lake 
Erie railroad and the Pittsburg and 
Lake Erie Electric railroad, secured 
entrance to Pittsburg and tho pres- 
ent holiday season developed that 
the local companies ^lost heavily in 
business because they were obliged 
to turn over transcontinental freight 
here and also all that came to Pitts- 
burg from the east along the Penn- 
sylvania and 
railroads. 


Baltimore and Ohio

the Pittsburg offices vot 'the Wells 
Fargo should not be regarded a trans 
fer station on the ground that it is 
not on the Wells Fargo line of rail- 
roads.
